As another Iris season rolls around we revel in the 
joy and pleasure today’s modern Iris bring. We are par- 
ticularly pleased that this year we are privileged to 
present three most interesting introductions: 


BABY’S BONNET (Baker, 1957) We appreciate the op- 
portunity to co-introduce with the originator, Mr. O. T. 
Baker, of Denver, this Iris that gained such favorable 
attention at the annual meeting of the American Iris 
Society last year in California. As far as we know, 
Baby's Bonnet is the first pink amoena to be introduced. 
Standards are fully domed and pure white. The falls 
are semi-flaring, slightly rippled and with the same 
shade of pink as in Pink Cameo. A tangerine beard 
high-lights the well-proportioned, medium sized blos- 
soms that are of heavy substance and long lasting dura- 
bility. The branching is good on 34 inch stems. Since 
it is fertile both ways it opens new avenues for hy- 
bridizing. Parentage is Gay Orchid by a Seashell seed- 
ling of Dr. Loomis’. HC ‘56. $20.00 


VOLUNTEER FIREMAN (Cline-Durrance, 1957) Perhaps 
the first progeny of Oyez to be introduced, this novelty 
derives its name from the fact that it was a volunteer 
seed pod on Oyez. The color is not quite as bright as 
“fire engine red,’ being somewhat deeper and with 
the characteristic marking and veining of its oncobred 
parent. 24 inch stems carry well-formed flowers and 
blooming season is a little later than Oyez. $15.00 


SANDY MOHR (Loomis, 1957) Since the introduction in 
1925 of William Mohr, the historic cross of diploid 
Parisiana by oncocyclus Gatesii, many originations 
have come from this Iris, despite its reluctance to set 
seed. Dr. Loomis’ efforts in this direction culminated in 
the Dykes Medal winner, Elmohr. 

Sandy Mohr is distinguished by the fact that it is a 
bi-color—a combination not usually found in Mohr off- 
spring. Standards are a yellow tan color, while the 
falls are a deeper shade of yellow brown. The large 
flowers have the characteristic Mohr shape and sub- 
stance and branching is good on 34 inch stems. $20.00

Quite a far cry 
from our catalog of 1915 which listed scarcely a dozen 
varieties. Looking back over some of our old catalogs, 
I got a big kick out of seeing that German” Iris of 1915 
showed up as “Victory” Iris in 1918. 

I hope that you will find our special collection offers 
attractive. I should like to call your attention to the 
Group Offers on the opposite page where you can make 
your own collections. 

Our large stocks permit us to fill almost all orders 
throughout the season without substitution. However, 
we would appreciate your permission to substitute, if 
necessary, and in return we will see that you receive 
super value. Please list a few alternate choices. 


Rhizomes are guaranteed to arrive in healthy condi- 
tion and to be true to name. A culture leaflet with many 
helpful hints is included with each order. 


We pay postage on all orders. We do not have a mini- 
mum for size of order, but do wish to point out that we 
can afford to fill a large order more liberally. If your 
needs are few, perhaps you would like to join with a 
neighbor and combine your orders. 


Shipments start right after the Fourth of July and con- 
tinue through October. Iris do well when planted any 
time in this period, although we recommend earlier 
planting in northern and higher localities where a 
shorter season prevents good establishment of late- 
planted rhizomes. Some of our mid-western and southern 
customers favor September planting, thus avoiding the 
extremely hot, dry summer months. Unless specified 
orders are shipped in same rotation as received. If you 
wish early shipment, pléasé order as soon as possible. 

Since we have no credit department we ask that pay- 
ment in full accompany each order. Personal check or 
money order is fine. Please do not ask to have Iris sent 
C.O.D. It is an inconvenience to us and the extra postal 
charges make a greater cost for you.

A husky, tall, 
well-branched iris that is an interesting novelty. It grows in favor

ALBA SUPERBA (J. Sass, 1943) L 38’’ Very large pure white flower of 
good substance on well-branched stalks. HM ‘43. 60c 


ALEPPO PLAIN (J. Sass, 1943) L 36” An attractive yellow-red plicata. 
Cream ground is heavily dotted on the edge to form a border of 


pansy purple. 60c 
ALGIERS (Bickle, 1953) M 36’’ A smooth blend of rose and light brown, 
with deeper brown haft. President's Cup ‘55. $4.00 
ALI BABA (Lyon, 1952) ML 36’ A large flower of deep garnet brown 
with extra heavy substance. HM ‘54. $3.50 
ALICIA (Rawlins, 1948) M 37'’ Smooth silvery blue with cool, crisp 
iridescence. A medium blue with little veining. HM ‘51. $1.50 


ALLINE ROGERS (Kleinsorge, 1950) M 34’ A blend of pink, rose and 
ashes of roses, with considerable gold in the blending of color, 


especially near the haft. HC ‘49; HM ‘51. $1.50 
ALTAR LIGHT (Brown, 1954) M 38” Buff and cream combined in a very 
lovely flower that is flaring and ruffled. HM ‘54. $10.00 
ANNA WILLIAMSON (Cook, 1946) M 34” Pink bi-color. The rosy pink 
tone has an underlying yellow suffusion.

APRICOT SUPREME (Tompkins, 1951) M 40” Apricot salmon with 
full geranium-red beard. The flowers are large, with broad petals of 
fine substance and smooth finish. HC ‘50; HM ‘51. $2.00 

ARAB CHIEF (Whiting, 1944) ML A near self of rich copper-cream of 
splendid texture and substance. Pure cadmium beard and metallic 
overlay at the haft give it radiance. HM ‘46. 75¢ 

ARABI PASHA (Anley, 1953) M 36” A very rich cornflower blue of 
tailored form and semi-flaring falls. The finish is sleek and the 
coloring is accented by a blue beard. Winner of the Dykes Medal 
in England in 1953. $5.00 

ARABY ROSE (Whiting, 1952) ML 38’ Glamorous golden tan iris. 
Falls heavily flushed with violet. The large, firm blooms with flar- 


ing falls are pleasingly ruffled. $1.00 
BARBARA LUDDY (Lapham, 1947) L 37" Clear pink with just a touch 
of ivory around the tangerine beard. HC ‘46; HM ‘47. 75c

A Word About Our Descriptions: 


The name in parentheses immediately following the variety name is 
that of the originator, together with the year of introduction. Following 
this in most varieties will be a capital letter indicating season of bloom. 
E for Early, M for Mid-season and L for Late. After this the numerals 
indicate average height in inches. Please note that both blooming time 
and height are subject to seasonal variations. In our rounds of the 
gardens we haven't always had notebook and yardstick with us, so 
there are omissions we hope to correct another year. The following 
terms are also used in our descriptions: 


Amoena: White or tinted white standards with ‘colored falls. Wabash 
is an example. 

Blend: Combination of yellow and one or more other colors, such as 
Prairie Sunset. 

Bi-color: Light or medium standards and deeper contrasting falls as 
in Garden Magic. 

Plicata: A light or white flower flushed, lined or stippled with a darker 
shade, particularly on the margins, such as Blue Shimmer. 

Self: The same shade of color throughout the whole flower. An ex- 
ample is Aspenglow. 

Variegata: Yellow or near yellow standards with deeper falls which 
may be either veined or solid tones of brown or purple. City of 
Lincoln is a classic example. 

Beard: Narrow band of short, hairlike growth which comes from the 
haft part way down the falls. 

Falls: The three lower petals of the flower. 

Haft: The upper part of the fall. 

Standards: The three upstanding petals. 

Style Arm: The claw-shaped part in the center of the blossom. 


The following abbreviations are used for awards of the American Iris 
Society; H. C., Highly Commended; H. M., Honorable Mention; A. M., 
Award of Merit; D. M., Dykes Medal; and this sequence is based on the 
ascending importance of the award. The Dykes Medal.is the highest 
honor an iris can win. 


The President's Cup is also an American Iris Society Award. 


ARABIAN NIGHTS (Whiting, 1949) M 36” Exotic medley of smoothly 
blended peach, yellow and copper. Fine form and substance. $1.00 
ARGUS PHEASANT (DeForest, 1948) M 36’ A smooth, bright golden 
Argus brown with self beard. Large flowers have broad, flaring falls 
and wide standards. HM 48’; AM ‘50; DM ‘52. $1.50 
ASPENGLOW (Loomis, 1956) L 36’’ Our introduction last year, Aspen- 
glow is a vivid cadmium yellow self, shown on the Wilson color 
chart as saffron yellow. Flowers are nicely formed (see illustration), 
of good size, and usually have an interesting pleating or tucking on 
the lower part of the standards. Branching is good and growth 
habits vigorous. Aspenglow is a late season bloomer, and is valuable 
to help prolong the iris season with its bright, cheerful color. $15.00 
AURORA DAWN (Whiting, 1948) M 38” A stately iris of glowing rose- 
red and gold —far surpassing the average sunrise. 75c 
AUTUMN HUES (H. E. Sass, 1951) M 38” A large ruffled flower of rich 
antimony yellow, faintly flushed rose pink and blue. Blue tipped 
beard and haft brushed with orange. $10.00 
AZALEA (Nesmith, 1946) M 36” Azalea pink with just a flush of ivory 
enveloping the whole flower. Soft pink beard. HC ‘44. 60c 
AZURE LAKE (Muhlestein, 1952) EM 36" Smoothly finished blue with 
falls that flare horizontally. Heavy ruffling. $3.00 
BAGHDAD (Whiting, 1946) ML 35’’ Deep strong yellow self of heavy 
substance, overlaid with a metallic lustre of burnished brass. An 
Oriental yellow tone of unique distinction. 75c 
BALLET DANCER (Kleinsorge, 1949) M 37" A delightful golden apricot- 
tan self whose flaring form symbolizes the swirling skirts of the 


ballet dancer. HM ‘49; AM ‘52. $1.00 
BANDED BEAUTY (H. Sass, 1948) M 36" Yellow ground plicata with 
red-brown markings banding the edges of the falls. 60c 


BANDMASTER (Hall, 1946) M 38” A powder-blue iris whose large, 
vigorous-growing, free-blooming habits make it a favorite with all 
who have seen it. HC ‘43; HM ‘44. 75c 


BANG (Craig, 1955) M 38” This big, rich, bright red iris has attracted 
lots of attention and seems destined to go places. $25.00 


BARBARA ADAMS (Cahoon, 1947) M 37" A very rich purple blue of 
fine form and heavy substance. 75c

BAZAAR (Schreiner, 1955) EM 36” Colorful as a Tunisian bazaar dis- 
playing raiment of striking hues is this glorified version of Raspberry 
Ribbon with its broad falls and leathery substance. A free-blooming 
wine plicata. HM '56. $7.50 


BEAU CATCHER (Craig, 1955) EML 36” A full ruffled flamingo pink 
‘of outstanding tough texture. $7.00 


BEECHLEAF (Kleinsorge, 1955) M 36’ Coppery brown flowers en- 
livened by a violet undertone. Orange brown beard. $15.00 


BELLA MOHR (Ohl, 1955) M 36” A rich, glowing purple of a shade 
similar to Sablg, but with the big growth characteristics of Elmohr. 
Flowers are of heavy substance. HM 'S6. $15.00 

BELLERIVE (Benson, 1950) EM 35"’ A husky cream iris of semi-flaring 
form, slightly ruffled, and of excellent substance. HC ‘49; HM ‘50; 
President's Cup ‘52. $1.00 

BERKELEY GOLD (Salbach, 1942) L 36" Large, clear deep yellow self. 
Fine form, heavy substance and smooth texture. Older than some, 


but still good. HM ‘44; AM ‘46. 60c 
BIG GAME (Fay, 1954) EML 38” Rich, deep violet self. Especially 
noted for its long season of bloom. HM ‘54. $12.50 


BIG UTE (Wallace, 1954) ML 36” Rich, glowing red blend with under- 
tones of violet in falls. Attracted lots of attention at the AIS Con- 
vention in Utah in 1954. HM ‘55. $15.00 


BLACK CASTLE (Schreiner, 1953) M 32” This rich, deep, lustrous black 
self has attracted much favorable comment in a class that is develop- 
ing rapidly. $5.00 

BLACK DIAMOND (Schreiner, 1951) M 33’ This new ebony-blue-black 
glistens with a lustrous black-silk sheen. Not as tall as some, but 
flowers are good size. HM ‘52. $2.00 

BLACK HILLS (Fay, 1951) M 38” A very tall ebony-black iris with lots 
of bloom, widgly spaced on the stem. Those who have grown Black 
Forest will find this variety the same depth of color but much taller.

BLACK JOPPA (White, 1954) M 32" A sultry version of Joppa Parrot, 
done in dark slate and orchid gray. Finely veined and striped in 


shades of rosy brown. $7.50 
BLIZZARD (Knowlton, 1949) M An exquisite white of large size with 
broad ruffled petals. HC ‘46; HM ‘49. $1.00 
BLUE BLAZES (Welch, 1950) M 36” A lovely tall, clean, smooth blue 
with a darker accent on the falls.

BLUE CLIF (Hamblen, 1956) ML 38” Campanula violet self with a 
silvery lobelia blue area near the hafts.

Flowers 
are of heavy substance, wide and full, with well domed standards

BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting, 1945) M 38’ One of the most. popular iris 
grown. Large flowers of near cornflower blue with a silvery over- 
tone.

BLUE SHIMMER (J. Sass, 1942) ML 38” Blue and white plicata whose 
large blooms are heavily marked and dotted blue violet. One of the 
most popular plicatas. HM ‘42; AM ‘44. 75c 

BLUE SAPPHIRE (Schreiner, 1953) E 40 A blue iris of large size and 
exquisite purity that takes its place among the top-rated blues. Very 
floriferous. Good heavy substance and beautifully ruffled. HM 
‘54. AM ‘56. $3.50 

BLUE THROAT (Loomis, 1956) ML 38” Lovely light blue with blue-tipped 
beard. The flower has poise and delightful shape with a wave in 
its flaring falls. $5.00 

BLUE VALLEY (K. Smith, 1947) ML 36” Large, medium blue self with 
flaring falls and wide hafts. Pleasingly ruffled. Excellent substance 
and form with no hint of lavender. HC ‘45; HM ’47; AM ‘49. $1.00 

BOLD CONTRAST (Linse, 1954) ML 40” Beautiful variegata with large, 
perfectly formed flowers. Standards are clear bright gold, and the 
falls are rich red with clean hafts. HM ‘59. $12.50 

BOLD COURTIER (Whiting, 1949) ML 36" Glowing blend of deep rose 
and copper. Petals of good substance heavily crimped at the edges. 
Very bright and attractive. $1.00

and amethyst violet gives this iris great carrying power. The 
flowers are large and beautifully formed with broad, softly ruffled 
petals.

BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge, 1944) ML 36” A distinctive brown self.

BURMESE GOLD (Whiting, 1945) M 36” Radiant blend of red and gold. 
Increases well and makes a good garden clump. 60c 


CAMPFIRE GLOW (Whiting, 1947) M 35’ Glowing ruby red self, 
heavily overlaid with bright copper which gives it a metallic sheen. 
Wide full form and exceptional color. HC ‘45; HM ‘47. $1.50 


CAPTAIN FROM CASTILE (DeForest, 1951) ML 38’’ A deep cream and 
yellow ground plicata with heavy markings of orange red, intensified 
across haft.

CAPTAIN'S LADY (Brown, 1955) EM 34"’ A new plicata color combina- 
tion. Standards are clear orchid, and the falls are white with a 
brushed border of orchid.
